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AUDITOR'S  OPINION 

Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1986,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include 
the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which 
should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  princi- 
ples. The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixes  assets  account 
group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  2,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues  of  $41,948 
in  the  General  Fund  and  $58,748  in  the  Property  Tax  Funds  which  were  not 
received  in  cash  within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as  is  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials 
beheve,  and  we  concur,  that  application  of  this  accounting  principle,  which 
would  result  in  a  reduction  of  unappropriated  General  Fund  Balance  from 
$34,901  to  ($65,795),  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of  the  Town's 
ability  to  meet  its  current  and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  described  in  the  second  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire,  at  December  31,  1986,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  changes  in  financial  position  of  its  non- 
expendable trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  gener- 
ally accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  the 
preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplemental 
schedules  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a 
required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Alexandria,  New  Hampshire,  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.

We  wish  to  thank  those  property  owenrs  and  sub-dividers  who  have  cooper- 
ated by  submitting  plats,  as  required;  even  though  our  approval  is  unneces- 
sary until  after  approval  of  sub-division  regulations.  We  received  eleven  plats. 

It  is  sincerely  suggested  that  everyone  in  town  attend  the  hearing  to  be 
held  at  a  future  date,  on  sub-division  regulations.  As  of  necessity  there  are 
certain  controls  contained  within  this  document  which  you  should  all  be  aware 
of.  Your  attendance  at  any  of  our  meetings  is  welcomed  and  encouraged  and 
your  thoughts  individually  expressed  are  sought  and  welcomed.  Feel  free  to 
communicate  with  us  at  any  time.  Following  are  the  names,  addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  of  the  entire  board.

The  Alexandria  Fire  Department  has  continued  to  meet  challenging 
times.  Our  furnace  which  was  donated  and  installed  by  Jim  Glean  twenty- 
five  years  ago  finally  stopped  working.  A  new  furnace  was  purchased 
through  Dave  Monnel  who  kindly  donated  his  time  to  install  it. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  kindly  donated  money  for  the  purchase  of  21 
pocket  pagers  for  the  department's  communications  system.  We  want  to 
thank  the  ladies  for  their  support  throughout  the  year. 

Remember  a  permit  is  required  to  install  and  operate  oil  burners. 

To  report  a  fire  in  Alexandria  dial  524-1545.  Give  the  dispatcher  the  exact 
address  location  of  the  fire  emergency.  When  possible  remain  on  the  line  so 
further  information  can  be  obtained  if  needed.

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NEWFOUND  AMBULANCE  RESCUE 
1987  REPORT 

Newfound  Ambulance  Rescue  experienced  the  busiest  year  yet  on  record, 
in  providing  service  to  Bristol  and  the  surrounding  Newfound  Area  includ- 
ing the  Towns  of  Alexandria,  Bridgewater,  Danbury,  Hebron,  and  New 
Hampton. 

There  were  a  total  of  432  calls  during  1987,  an  increase  of  67  over  the  year 
earlier.  This  is  a  very  significant  upward  change,  as  increases  going  back 
two  prior  years  were  only  32  and  17  respectively.  For  the  Town  of  Alex- 
andria there  were  45  calls  up  from  30  the  year  before.  A  breakdown  of  the 
number  of  calls  per  town  is  shown  below. 

Early  in  the  year  attendants  were  trained  and  certified  in  the  use  of  our 
new  Defibrillator  (a  potential  life  saving  machine  for  victims  of  heart 
attacks).  Placed  in  service  early  March,  the  Defibrillator  saw  two  actual 
uses  during  the  year,  one  of  them  resulting  in  a  medically  recognized  "save". 
To  complement  the  Defibrillator  a  Lifepak  5  Cardiac  Monitor  was  placed  in 
service  early  summer  enabling  us  to  visualize  and  record  on  paper  tape  a 
patient's  E.C.G.  enroute  to  the  hospital. 

Efforts  are  ongoing  to  improve  the  level  of  care  we  can  offer  the  residents 
and  visitors  in  our  service  area.  In  addition  to  the  examples  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  progress  has  been  made  in  replacing  and  improving  equipment. 
Most  important  in  this  regard,  however,  are  the  E.M.T.  attendants  that 
staff  the  ambulances,  a  small  but  dedicated  group  that  strive  to  enhance 
their  training  and  upgrade  to  advanced  levels  of  certification.  They  deserve 
your  support. 

Newfound  Ambulance  Rescue  is  always  on  the  lookout  for  new  atten- 
dants. As  the  activity  grows  we  need  additional  help.  If  you  might  be 
interested  in  becoming  an  ambulance  attendant  or  know  someone  who 
could  be,  please  contact  Roger  Pedersen  at  the  Bristol  Town  Offices  for 
more  information.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris 
burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  tax 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord  Forest 
Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1 ,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
timber  tax  forms.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  REPORT 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  a  new  state  statute  which  became  effective  in 
1987  creating  the  Governor's  Office  of  Emergency  Management.  This  new 
law  reflects  the  vastly  expanded  responsibilities  we  all  share  in  the  protec- 
tion of  our  citizen's  lives  and  property. 

As  part  of  this  new  law,  the  name  of  our  local  Civil  Defense  Agency  has 
been  changed  to  the  new  title  of  Alexandria  Office  of  Emergency  Manage- 
ment. 

The  old  name  of  "Civil  Defense"  served  us  well  for  many  years  and  it  is 
with  some  sadness  that  it  must  now  be  retired.  Times  have  changed  dramati- 
cally and  with  these  changes  comes  the  broadening  of  the  legal  mandates 
and  responsibilities  as  outlined  in  the  new  legislation  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture and  signed  into  law  by  the  Governor.  The  purpose  is  to  protect  our 
citizens  and  property  in  the  State. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  new  law  and  look  forward  to  the  role  and  service 
an  all-hazard  response  organization  must  provide  to  the  citizens  of  Alex- 
andria. 

On  Tuesday,  March  31  and  Wednesday,  April  1  this  past  year  we  had 
severe  rains  which  caused  flooding  and  washouts  to  roads  throughout  the 
Town.  The  Governor  and  the  President  declared  this  area  a  disaster  area. 
The  Emergency  Manager,  the  Road  Agent,  and  a  Selectman  attended  an 
area  meeting  in  Plymouth  High  School  to  fill  out  papers  to  enter  the  Town 
into  the  program. 

The  N.H.  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  from  Region  I  (which  we  are  part  of)  came  to  the 
Town  and  examined  the  flood  damage  to  the  roads.  They  estimated  the 
damage  at  $12,262.  We  received  a  check  on  May  12,  1987,  for  $9,197  for  the 
Federal  share  of  75%  of  the  total  damage.  The  town  and  state  share  is 
121/2%  each.  We  are  now  waiting  for  reimbursement  from  the  State  for  its 
share. 

We  had  a  hazardous  material  course  in  the  spring  given  by  the  state 
Emergency  Management  Agency.  It  was  well  attended  by  the  town  and  area 
Fire,  Police,  and  Road  departments.  This  is  a  new  field  for  all  departments 
and  successful  handling  of  a  hazardous  materials  incident  means  coopera- 
tion and  working  together  for  all  the  town  departments. 

The  Emergency  Manager  attended  several  seminars  this  past  year  dealing 
with  many  aspects  of  emergency  management. 

The  Town  once  again  participated  in  the  FEMA  program  in  1987,  and 
half  of  all  emergency  management  monies  expended  by  the  town  were 
reimbursed  by  the  Federal  Government.

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1987  COUNTY  NEWSLETTER 

Budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $8,947,343.  Town  taxes  to  the  County 
average  6.7%  or  $2.21  per  $1,000,  of  the  property  owner's  tax  bill.  The 
major  portion  of  county  expenses  goes  to  the  operation  of  the  Nursing 
Home  (39.6997o)  and  to  human  services  programs  for  the  elderly,  disabled, 
nursing  care  and  children  (26.86%). 

REGISTRY  OF  DEEDS  had  gross  income  of  $3,630,159  in  1987.  The  total 
number  of  documents  processed  in  1987  was  29,983.  $3,184,982  was  re- 
ceived in  transfer  tax,  of  which  96%  or  $3,057,584  went  to  the  State  of  NH 
and  4%  or  $127,398  was  retained  as  county  income.  Other  receipts  include 
recording  and  copy  fees  in  the  amount  of  $445,177.  Total  income  to  the 
County  was  $572,575  compared  to  a  total  of  $3,057,584  paid  to  the  State, 
although  the  County  is  liable  for  100%  of  all  operating  costs. 

HUMAN  SERVICES:  Old  Age  &  Disabled  grant  programs  remain  fairly 
constant  with  the  elderly  program  averaging  100  cases  at  $4,800  per  month 
and  the  disabled  averaging  225  cases  at  $21,000  per  month. 

Intermediate  Nursing  Care  caseload  increased  with  SB-1  where  the 
County  became  responsible  for  all  INC  cases  and  eliminated  town  liability. 
INC  cases  now  average  255  at  $1 10,000  per  month,  a  rapidly  increasing  cost 
to  the  counties  with  savings  to  the  towns. 

Children  and  Youth  Services  also  became  a  county  liability  under  Senate 
Bill  1,  with  counties  reimbursing  the  State  25%  for  all  child  service  costs.  It 
is  impossible  to  give  accurate  figures  for  child  expenses,  as  they  are  rapidly 
increasing  monthly.  Current  accounts  reflect  130  to  150  cases  costing  from 
$64,000  to  $75,000  per  month.  (At  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal  year,  we  had 
approximately  120  cases  at  about  $50,000  per  month.)  The  County  has  25% 
funding  liability  of  child  placement  costs  and  we  are  taking  an  active 
interest  in  the  needs  of  children  in  Grafton  County. 

Social  Service  agencies  receive  $247,217  or  $4.03  per  capita,  to  provide 
much  needed  services  for  home  health,  mental  health,  developmentally 
disabled,  senior  citizens  transportation  and  nutrition  and  many  other  valu- 
able programs. 

CORRECTIONAL  FACILITY  is  increasingly  overpopulated,  now  averag- 
ing 58  inmates  per  day  and  frequently  housing  60 -I- .  The  current  cost  of 
operation  is  $28.63  per  inmate  day.  We  have  contracted  with  an  architect  to 
present  design  and  cost  for  a  34  bed  addition.  Schematic  designs  and  price 
estimates  are  expected  by  mid-January  to  go  out  for  bid  by  late  January 
with  bid  results  due  in  by  the  end  of  February.  Funding  issues  should  go  to 
the  delegation  and  public  in  March  with  anticipated  ground  breaking  in 
April. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  NURSING  HOME  for  intermediate  nursing  care  is 
licensed  for  136  beds  and  is  about  80%  reimbursable.  FY  87  cost  per  patient 
day  was  $68.78  with  $58.87  reimbursed  by  Medicaid. 

GRAFTON  COUNTY  FARM  continues  to  be  self-supporting  and  provides 
work  for  mmates  as  well  as  offering  access  for  experimental  agricultural 
projects.  This  is  primarily  a  dairy  farm  with  an  average  herd  of  170,  but  also 
grows  produce  for  the  nursing  home. 

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  meet  weekly  on  Wednesdays. 
We  encourage  public  attendance  and  welcome  facility  tours. 

We  were  deeply  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  Commissioner  Arthur  E. 
Snell,  District  #2,  and  Commissioner  Leonard  Anderson,  District  #3,  early 
this  year.
